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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest art of 
record Wirth (3,617,493) discloses a process of cracking a crude oil in a system containing a 
furnace to produce olefins. Wirth discloses that the crude oil is fed into a convection zone 
operated at a temperature ranging from 450-700°F to produce a liquid phase and gas phase. The 
gas phase is fed to a radiant zone for cracking. The liquid phase with steam are further fed to 
another convection zone for further producing additional gas phase (the abstract; figure; col. 2, 
line 55 thru col. 5, line 8). However, Wirth is totally silent as using a cavitation device to 
vaporize and mildly crack a part of the liquid removed from the vaporization/mild cracking unit 
to form an additional liquid/vapor mixture which is returned to the vaporization/mild cracking 
unit.
